OTHER DETAILS: Epaulets -- elbow patches -- 
suede bound buttonholes, buttons, pocket 
facings ... A LA CARTE SHIRT COLLARS -- from 
short round to long point -- medium to wide 
spread -- button-down or buttoned tab. 


ANTI-FREEZE FASHIONS -- shirts worn over 
turtlenecks or over 2nd shirt -- REMOVABLE 
warm linings in raincoats, even in gloves -- 
warm scarfs and mufflers, many are six-footers 
-- wide ties, in challis, woolknit, some wide 
as scarfs. 


HATS, soft, unconstructed snap-brim slouches 
emphasize British look with suits, trench, 
polo and raincoats -- CAPS do the same for 
country and sportswear ...
